Objections to the Registration Bill- 
Sir Richard Clarke's Amendment— 
Unionist Russell Retiring. 

London, April 28. — Lord Rosobory's 
policy ta finally assuming the semblunco of 
definite shape. Tho Premier's speech at tho 
meotiug of tho City LiberalJClub on Tuesday 
ovening forewarns his party and tliu country 
that tho course ot tho now government will 
bo voBtly different from that of Mr. Glad 
stone. This is made perfectly plain in the 
Premier's utterances on that occasion, 
when ho aakod tho Unioniata whether 
apart from tho Irish question it wua worth 
whilo to hold aloof from tho Liberal party, 
owing to its copyright of the word " Lib- 
eral." If they formerly held aloof from tho 
party in the belief that its foreign policy 
was null und void, they were not likely, ho 
said, to believe bo longer as tho Government 
was determined to maintain the unity of tho 
Empire abroad, aud the unity in tho beat 
aenae of the word of the throo kingdoms at 
homo. 

This mukea it perfectly patent that tho 
government have decided upon a new de- 
departure, so far aa tho Irish question ia 
concerned at least, and this view ia gener- 
ally accepted in spito of tho efforts of tho 
Gladstone journals to minimize the iffect of 
the Premier's remarks. So far aa its wet 
blanket effect upon the Iriah party is con- 
cerned, Lord Roaebory'a City Liberal Club 
speech is really more dampening than h is 
famous utterances in tho Houbo of Lords, 
which required ao much explanation that did 
not expluin. 

\\ lion tho registration bill comes 
up for its second reading, Sir Ed- 
ward Clarke, member for Plymouth, 
on behalf of the Conservatives will meet 
tho measure with an amendment that tho 
House declines to proceed with a bill alter- 
ing the entire elective Byatem of the coun- 
try unless it contain propoaala to rodress the 
existing unr-qual distribution of electoral 
power. Tho aim of this amendment is to 
reduce tbo parliamentary monib-rahip of 
Ireland, the outlying parts of Scotland und 
the west of England, and increase that of 
London, tho Midlanda and Lancashire, 
which sections are mainly opposed to the 
Government. Tho amendment ia certain to 
bo rejected; but its introduction and debate 
will turnish tho ba8is for an endless number 
of proposals, all of which will probably have 
aa litclo chance of ucceptuncu as tho one 
mentioned. 

Mr. Thomas W. Russell, tho ablo op- 
ponent of Homo Rulo, who represents the 
South division of Tyrone in the Houao of 
Commons, has quurrelled with tho Iriah 
landlords, whoso cause he haa championed 
with bucjdiia for ir.ua'' ycare, and ir, ia »n- 
nounced that ho will not again bo a candi- 
date for re-election. This being the caso, 
tho Homo Rulers will probably win the 
Beat which haa been occupied by Mr. Rus- 
sell since ISSti, aa with Mr. Russell out of 
tho raco no ono but a touant farmer's can- 
didate haa any chance of aucceaa in the con- 
tituency.

The Company Siijb It Has Safticient Men to 
( Run the Itoiut. 

St. Paul, April 28.— At noon yesterday 
tho Great Northern strike went into effect 
here, in Minneapolis and on all points on 
tho lino from this city to tho Coast. Tho 
Eastern Minnesota branch is also involved. 
Within fivo minutes after tho committee 
arrived at a decision to call all tho men out 
the order had boon sent out by President 
Dobs. Tho company claims it has sufficient 
men in tho service who will remain at work 
while tho union assert tho contrary. " Tho 
committee takes the ground," said Mr, 
Debs, " that having appealed against a 
wrong that was inflicted upon them, tho 
mon should not bo asked to arbitrate." 

Tho third infantry at Fort Sholling is 
being held in readiness to move at a mo- 
ment's notice to any point whoro thoro may 
be trouble.

Tho next important battlo will bo 
fought probably at or near Curitaba. This 
city is now held by tho insurgent goneral 
Saraiva, who has thrown up earthworks 
and made overy preparation to drivo baelt 
Peixoto's troops.

Paris.

Facts of tbo Case— The Prisoner's Re- 
cord-His Aim Was to Kill 
Citizens. 

Paws, April 28.— Tho trial of Emil Henri, 
tbo Anarchist, who on February 12 throw a 
bomb into tho Cafo Torminus, began yester- 
day, tho court room being crowded. Great 
precautions were taken by tho polioo to pre- 
vent bomb throwing. Maitro Hornbostol 
said Henri'a dofence would bo insanity. 
Honri is opposed to tho plea, and against 
his counsel's advice and hie mothor's en- 
treaties has prepared a defence of his . acts, 
which he will read to tho court. Thb .n • 
diotment charges him not only with tho 
Cafe Termiuus outrage, but alao with the 
Explosion in tho Rue des Bon Enfants. Tho 
prisoner was born in Spuio, and in company 
with hio father sought rofugo there aftor tho 
events of 1871- Father and Bon returned to 
Franco in 1882, after tho amnesty, and 
young Henri was well educated, but 
lie bocame affiliated with the Anar- 
chists, and on May 13, 1892, following 
tho first anarchist attempts, ho was arrested, 
but subsequently liberated. Hi!! employer 
dismissed him on account of hia taking part 
in tho anarchist propaganda, und after hia 
departure documents relating to tho manu- 
facture of exploaivea, etc., wero found in his 
deak. Henri then turned hia attention to 
journalism, and was for a timo attached to 
the staff of an anarehiBt paper. On Novem- 
ber 20, 1892, un object was found in tho 
oIlic.B of the Carmaux Mining Company 
which appeared like a oust iron euueepan, 
tho cpver being fastened on Beourely. It 
was given into tho hands; of the commissary 
of police, and ua it was being carried away 
exploded, killing two policemen and wreck- 
ing the room. The bomb had been wrapped 
in a copy of Le Temps, in which was an ar- 
ticle relating to the urrcstof two unurchiste, 
Emil Henri and his brother Fortune. In- 
vestigation showed that the latter was not 
in Carmaux on November S, when the bomb 
exploded, and therefore suspicion naturally 
fastened itaelf upon Emil Henri, who disap- 
peared immediately afterward and sought 
refuge in England. 

On December 20, 1893, Henri hired a 
room in the Rue dea EnvirugeH u der the 
name of Louis du Bois. There be procured 
the necessary chemicals to manufacture an 
explosive bomb, and aho purci »sed a sauce- 
pan, similar to tho ono which bi d caused 
the death of threo mon in the Ruo des Bon 
Enfants. In this pan he placd nio explos- 
aives and surrounded them by 120 bullets, 
and a smaller and centre eylitdrr ui zinc con- 
taining tho chemical which wua :ocauao tho 
explosion. The priming consisted of a dyn- 
amite cartridge having a cap of fulminate 
of mercury, to which was attached a fuse 
calculated to burn fifteen seconds. 

On February 12 of the present year Henri 
loft his room after having notified tho por- 
ter that ho would not return for soveral 
days und went away carrying hia bomb, like 
Vuillant, ottached to the left of his trousers 
and concealed by hia ovorcoat. Henri was 
armed with a revolver, the bullets of which 
ho had previously chewed in order 
that they might do the most harm, wounda 
inflicted by chewed bullets being considered 
almost certainly fatal. He also carried a 
dagger with a poiBoned point. Armed in 
this manner Henri went toward the Avenue 
do l'Opera and glanced into the Restaurant 
llignon and then went to tho Cafe Ameri- 
can, Not finding these places as full of 
wealthy-looking peoplo as ho expected he 
went to tho C»fo de la Pais, but even that 
establishment was not full enough of his 
prospective victims, so ho continued on his 
way until he arrived at tho Cafe Term-nus, 
situated beneath the hotel of that name. 

It was about 8:30 o'clock when ho reached 
thia spot and found it to bo well filled with 
people, who wore crowded around a plat- 
form upon which an orchestra was playing. 
Henri entered and took a seat at a Bmull ta- 
ble near tho door, paid for a gluBS ot beer, 
drunk it, called for u second glaae and then 
for a cigar. He was waiting for the crowd 
to become larger. At 9 o'clock Henri took 
the lighted cigar from hia mouth and ap- 
plied it to tho fuse attached to the bomb 
which ho had concealed upon his person. 
Ho then aroso, walked toward tbo door, 
and, suddenly turning around, threw tho 
bomb in tho direction of tho orchestra. 

The bomb struck an electric light chan- 
delier and fell to the ground, throwing out 
a thick, black smoke. A few Beeonda lator 
the bomb exploded with a dull detonation, 
tore a doep hole in tho flooring, nnd moro or 
less soverely wounded fifteen people. Henri 
llod, seeking to divert suspicion from him- 
solf by crying out, "The miserable wretch, 
whore is he?" Ho was pursued, however, 
and at tho corner of the Rue du Havre and 
Ruo Italia was ovorbauled by a man named 
Etiento. Honri drow his rovolvor aud fired 
straight at Kticnte's breaBt. The bullet hap- 
pily struck a largo button and did not 
wound the man, but the chock caused him 
to fall sonsolesa to tho ground. Henri Bhot 
a barber namod Muurioo and a policeman 
named PoiBson beforo he was ovorcomo. 
When tho police searched hia room they 
found papera and incriminating mutorial had 
been destroyed after his arrest, showing 
that ho had accomplices. Replying to a 
quuation from the judge, Henri soid ho se- 
lected tho Cafo Terminus to explode his 
bomb becauso it was moro full of bourgooia 
than any other cafe. Soveral witnesses cal- 
led woro still suffering from wounda receiv- 
ed in the exploeion,

C11ILLIWACK. 

Chilliwaoic, April 28. — The formal open- 
ing of tho Ccqualeetza Industrial Institute 
took place Thursday afternoon, when in 
spito of unfavorable weather there waB a 
large attendance of Indians and white resi- 
dents. The programme was taken up at 
2 30, Rev. ICbenezor Robson opening with 
prayer und Rev. Mr. Tait then addressing 
the Indii.us in their own language. Ho 
afterwards road an address from tho Indiana 
to Superintendent A. W. Vowell. who ro 
plied in a friendly and reasonable speech, 
which was much appreciated by the Indians. 
An examination of the pupils by tho toaeher, 
Miss Smith, followed, tho scholars acquit- 
ting themsolvea romarkubly well, and theBo 
exercises being varied with singing of sacred 
and other music, well rendered. On the 
conclusion of tho examination Superintend- 
ent Vowell again addressed the pupils in a 
happy little soeech, and the proceedings 
terminated with the singing of tho National 
Anthem. Tho guesls were hospitably 
ontertained by the Iustitute officials 
and a very pleasant time was 
put in. In tho ovening addresses wero given 
by Rev. Mr. Logan, Rev. Mr. Robson, Mr. 
Devein (Indian agent), Mr. Wells, Superin- 
tendent Vowell, Reevo Cawley, Rev. Mr. 
Ladnor and Rev. Mr. Tait, the programme 
also including numerous songs by the pupils. 
The chair was occupied by Rev. Mr. 
Robson. Too much praise cannot bo ac- 
corded tho toaeher, Miss Smith, whoso whole 
heart is evidently in her work; and all honor 
is due the entire staff, if their zaal may be 
judged by tho efficiency of tho pupilp. Tho 
new institute building is of brick, 109 by 41, 
lour stories in height inclusivo of bast- 
mont; tho cost, with that of tho twenty acres 
of land, has been about $25,000. There are 
at present 64 scholars from five to 17 years 
of age boarding in the institute, while tho 
offioial staff includes three ladies and one 
gentleman. 

CLINTON. 

Clinton, April 21.— Spring is late and 
cold, raw winds prevail. A few inches of 
Bnow fell last night. Planting is later than 
usual, owing to the backward state of the 
season.

NELSON. 

(From tho Miner..) 

T. Layton Jenke, J. T. Tipping and J. C. 
Kiricpatrick, of Cumberland county, N, S., 
capitalists and practical miners, are making 
a trip through the Kootcnay country on a 
prospecting tour. It is their intontion to 
go into mining extensively. 

It is likely that use will soon be found 
for the portable saw mill imported some 
time ago by the Nelson Saw Mill Company, 
for work anticipated in connection with tho 
Silver King mine, beforo tho present com- 
pany got hold of the Toad Mountain pro- 
perties. It is for this work that it will bo 
employed. 

An enterprising mcrcautilo house in Nel- 
son, this week, endeavored to colleot an 
over-due account from a hotel keeper by 
Berving garnish summons on tho guests of 
tho hotel. When the hotel man got wind 
of the movement, he button-holed such of 
tho guests as he met and socurod settle- 
ments, the othors will have to pay their 
board bills into court. 

Georgo W. Hughes states that tho Btriko 
made in tho last tunnol on tho Mountain 
Chief is tho beBt oro body found on tho 
property sinco work was first commouced. 
It is somo 150 feet lower than uny of tho 
former workings. Tho men caroo across tho 
voin at an angle and had not croia cut it 
when Hvighcs left, bo that its exact width is 
not known. The grade of the oro is from 
30 to 40 per cent, higher than that taken 
out of any of the other tunnele, incldontally 
demonstrating tho fallacy of tho statement 
that the Sloc-in ores would become base as 
depth was obtained. 

The works of tho Nelson hydraulio com- 
pany on Forty-nine crook are approaching 
completion, and in about a month tho 
gravel Bands that line the sides of the gulch 
will bo molting away under tho onslaught 
of a Bix-inch nozzle. Tho company's claim 
is one and a quarter miloa in , length, along 
the bed of tho stream, by 700 feet in width ; 
350 feot on each aide. This area embracos 
very largo bods of ' alluvial dopoiit whioh 
appears to bo auriferous throughout. The 
works consist of a dam at the head of tho 
stream, from which a flumo capablo of 
conducting 1,500 miners' inohea of wator 
leads for 4,000 foot to a point 300 foot above 
tho creek, whence tho wator will bo led into 
pipes to tho " giants " below. Although 
tho flumo is capablo of delivering 1,500 
minors' inches, not more than 1,000 will bo 
required, which, with a head of 300 feot, 
will givo ample power for hydraulic opera- 
tions.

Two mon are at work on Hall crook, and 



are reported making from $2.50 to $3 a day. 
A company in whioh Frank Fletcher is in- 
terested will begin operations on the creek 
in tho near future, and if tho ground pays 
will do considerable work. 

The people of Ainsworth claim that thera 
aro more men employed in and about that 
toivn than any other on Kootenay lake. Tho 
concentrator at tho Number One mine was 
to have been started up on Thursday. 

J. A Kirk and A. E. Hodgina came in 
from Forty-nino creek on Thursday. Tho 
latter reports ho will have the plant of the 
Nelson Hydraulic mining company all in 
place by the 25th instant, and the former 
expects that sluioing will Burely begin by 
May 1. Tho snow is rapidly disappearing, 
and tho ground is bare in apota. 

George A, K.eefer, of Victoria, tho engi- 
neer undor whoso direotion tho work of re- 
claiming land in tho valley of tho Kootenay 
is being done, is in Nelson awaiting trana- 
portation to the reclamation worka. If hia 
company has no mishaps, it oxpeota to havo 
at least S,000 acres reclaimed this full. 

The Nolson Sawmill Company is making 
preparations to put in a portable saw mill 
on Toad mountain, at tho forks of tho wagon 
road about a mile and a half from tho Sil- 
ver King mine. Nearly all the plant iz 
already on the ground, and saws havo been 
orderod from Rrantford, Ontario. The 
Hall Minos, Limited, require lumber and 
timber for proposed now buildings, and 
the manager has already placed euough or- 
dors to justify tho saw null company in 
starting up. Tho snow is yet five feet deep 
at tho mill site. 

Kifty-three carloads of oro from ono mino 
iu Trail Crook district left Spokane ono day 
list week for the Tacoma amelter. Tho ore 
was from tho La Roi mine and will givo re- 
turns of §50 a ton in gold. Although tho 
shipment will not bo looked on us a lurgo 
one by mining men acquainted with the out- 
put of mines fully devoloped, it must bo ad- 
mitted that it indicates that tho mines of 
Southern Kootenay are even now moro than 
prospects. Tho mino from which the ore 
was shipped muy yot provo to bo ablo to 
make au output of fifty-three carloads a day, 
and instead of being shipped to Tacoma for 
treat incut, it will be treated within tho dis- 
trict. 

An engine, boiler, air compressor, power 
drill, oro cruahor, and a diamond drill ur« 
expected to arrive over tho Canadian Pacific 
next week from Chicago for tho Hall Mines, 
Limited. All the machinery except tho 
diamond drill wfll bo placed on tho Silver 
King ; tho diamond drill will first bo used 
on tho Kootenay Bonanza. The company 
has got returns from tho 10-tou shipment of 
socond-claaa oro sent to Donver, but returns 
havo not yet been received from tho ship- 
ment made to Swansea. Tho Denver ship- 
ment went 00-odd ounces silver and 11 por 
cent, copper. 

Tho manager of the Kootcnay Mining & 
Development Company writes from Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota, under date of April I4thi 
"Mr. Wood has just received from our 
mioes at Ainsworth samples of oro from tho 
face of the workiDg«, and wo havo had tho 
same carefully assayed, the returns showing 
$14 in gold, $2-1 50 silver, and 50 per cent, 
lead a ton. Ab soon as snow is off the 
ground development work will be pushed. 
Our company ia negotiating for smelting 
worka to be orected near tho mines." 

C. Kleinachmidt and M. Roster aro in 
NcIboo awaiting tho time when they can bo- 
gin hydraulic operations on Salmon river. 
The company which they represent has pur- 
chased a complote plant, and it will be taken 
to the ground as soon as a road can be made 
from Salmon station, on tho Nelson & Fort 
Sheppard, a din f unce of fourteen miles. 

If Alexander Kwen, of New Westminster, 
has passed his word that tho KaBlo & Slocan 
people have made all financial arrangements 
to secure the speedy commencement of con- 
struction work on tho railway, the people of 
Kaslo can gamble their last dollar that the 
road will be built, for there is not a 
"rquarer" in British Columbia than Mr. 
Ewon. 

Mann Brothers are making a hard fight 
against time to have 1000 tons of Slocan ore 
at Three Forks before tho road breaks up 
entirely. They aro shipping about sixteen 
tons a day at present from tho mino, and 
tho oro in tho warehouse at Three Forka 
now amounts to over 800 touB.

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TKE MILITIA REPORT. 



General Herbert Docs Not Speak in 
Flattering Terms of the fun 
mliau Forces. 



Want of Qualification in the OHicers 
— Modern ttuus Borrowed With- 
out Ammunition. 



The annual report of tho Department of 
Militia mij Uafuiii:.' for tho year ended 30th 
Juno last baa jaat been issued. It is much 
smaller than u-ual, lha lengthy reports from 
tho Deputy Adjutants Gonoral udualiy pre- 
sented to tho public being conspicuous by 
thoir absence, and JUjor-Genorul Horbert, 
whoso rccommendutioijs and opinions alone 
are givon, being very brief in his remarks, 
which nevertheless contain a great deal of 
matter for redection. Ho notes vory serious 
defects. Ho considers that there are too 
many officers and too few privates in tho 
force, and illustrates his criticism by a com- 
parison of the Canadian infuntry, having 1 
officer to evtiy. 8 privates, and 1 non cum- 
missioned officer to every 5 privates, with 
tho Englit.li militia, in which tho figures 
nre 1 to ii_ and 1 to 10 resp-c ively. 
The proportions given above ars according 
to the authorized establishment, but uauy 
regiments are morodefioiout inconibaiant pri- 
vates, on account of carrying bandnncn, 
buglers, and extra non-commissioned < (fl- 
oors. Thu% ho points out, tho possible 
19.850 privates allowed, is reduced to btlow 
10,000, wbiah represents the maximum total 
strength of infantry that would receivo ele- 
mentary instruction in drill if the whole 
fo-ee were called out. He recommends a 
dubanding of inellicient corps, and the 
strengthening of others. Ho slates that ar- 
rangements have been mado with the Im- 
perial Government for the provision of 9,000 
Martini-Metford rifles, and that as the Mar- 
tini Henri rifles in tho possession of tho 
Dominion aro convertible to this system it 
will bo posaiblo by means of a moderate an- 
mi«! expenditure, to provide for the re 
arming of all the infantry in tho courso of 
a few years. Tho Imperial Government 
having made a loan to the Dominion of two 
modern heavy guns, pending tho completion 
of the works at Esquimalt, to which they 
are allotted, they will bo mouutod at Que- 
bec for drill purposes only, as they are not 
provided with ammunition. Ho is endeavor- 
ing to obtain a further loan of this kind. 
Ho states : 

" I have had tho satisfaction of negoti- 
ating during the past year, ihe details of an 
agreement between the Imporial and Dom- 
inion governments, which, I have reason, to 
believe, will prove a satisfactory solution of 
an important portion of the problem of Im- 
perial as well as local defence. Under tho 
terms of this urfreemcnt the contributions 
respectively of Canada and Great Britain 
towurdB the establishment of a strongly 
fortified naval station on tho Pacific coast 
of Canada have been fixed, and arrange- 
ments made for manning tho defences of 
that station by an Imperial garrison sup- 
plemented by the Dominion forces. In ac- 
cordance with it, the barracks at Victoria, 
B. C., havo been handed over to the Imper- 
ial authorities as part of the Canadian con- 
tribution, and tho preliminary work towards 
the erection of tho fortifications has been 
begun." 

A return included in tho report shows 
that there are 078 officers serving in the 
militia without any qualification — at least 
as shown by certificate, Gil of tneto being 
in tho infantry, 27 in tho garrison and 8 in 
th9 field artillery, and 32 in the cavalry. 
Besides the above, there aro L35 officers 
whoso certificates wore obtained previous to 
1S70, and are therefore practically 
of no value now, so completely 
have military tactics changed. Tho 
officers who attended at bcIiooIb 
of instruction duriDg the yoar numbered 
168. The General recommends that the 
militia in Nova Scotia Bhould be permitted 
to obtaininstructionfrom tho Imperial troops 
stationed there— something which would 
favor the idea of a school in connection with 
the Imperial forces here, though he makes 
no mention of tho case of British Columbia. 

The following are some of the criticisms 
made by General Herbert on individual 
corps which havo come under his porsonal 
notice : 

7th Battalion,' London, Ont. — "It is a 
question whether this battalion is worth re- 
taining. As a military organization it is of 
no value." 

2ad Uragoons, St. Catharines. — "The 
commanding officer does not know his duty, 
and thoro is, generally, disorganization." 

12th Battalion, Toronto. — " Vury fair, 
showing a good spirit in all ranks." 

34th Battalion, Whitby, Oct.— "Tho 
commanding officer is quite incompetent." 

40:h Battalion, Cobourg— "A fair battal- 
ion, consisting entirely of recruits. Lt. -Col. 
Rugers is earnest, and the officers generally 
do their host, bub they want instruction and 
organization. " 

Governor General's Foot Guard?, Ottawa 
— "This cannot be Cillod a military organi- 
zation, since there are practically no pri- 
vates in tho ranks " 

43rd Battalion, Ottawa — "This battalion 
is completely disorganiz-.d. " 

1st Princo of Wales Regiment, Montreal 
— "This battalion appears unable to reorga- 
nize itself. In its present condition it is 
useless. It has had exceptional advant- 
ages." 

3rd Victoria Rifles, Montreal— "This bat- 
talion mado a very croditnble appearance 
and showed a decided improvement on laBt 
year." 

Gth Fusiliers, Montreal— "The efficiency 
of this as of all Montreal battalions, is im- 
paired by (he number of Bmall corps, which 
are not organized as military units, und con- 
sequently havo no strength or cohesion. " 

52ud Battalion, Knowlton, Q —"This 
battalion is completely disorganized." 

54th battalion, Richmond, Q— "Tho 
arms aro in a worthless condition." 

58th Battalion, Huntingdon, Q. — "I could 
net wish for batter men in the ranks, but 
thero aro no instructors. A largo number 
of tho men aro Highlanders, speaking only 
tho Gaelic." 

60th Battalion, Clarencoville, Q— "This 
battalion is completely disorganized." 

79th Battalion, Waterloo, Q — "Phyaiquo 
fair, but arms, clothing and instruction en- 
tirely deficient." 

h Regiment, Duke of Counaught'a Can- 
adiun HuBsars, Montreal — "I aont them 
home and called for the, resignation of tho 
commanding officer." 

76th Battalion, Sto. Martlno, Q.— "A 
largo number of mere ohildron in their 
rankB." 

8th Royal Rifles, Quebec— " Tho organ- 
ization of this battalion is not military. 
Tho practice of having men like aignallerB 
who do not bolong to any company is for- 
bidden. As a result thoro aro no men in 
tho ranks." 

9:h Voltigcurs, Quebec — "Tho organiza- 
tion of this battalion was vory imperfect." 

01st Battalion, Montmagny, Q —"Phy- 
sique very poor and instruction bad." 

8th Princess Louiso N. B. Rogir.'ont of 



Cavalry— " In recognition of tho euporior I 
s-auflaid of organizatioa [-attained, I havo 
gi/en a silver trumpet to this regiment. 
This ifl likewise to mark a deficiency which 
requires amendment, viz , there not an 
efheimC trumpeter in tho regiment." 

AFFAIRS IN HAWAII. 

Royalists Beiolve Not to Tako tho Oath of 
Allcjrtanco to Provisional Gov- 
ernment. 

San Francisoo, April 28.— Advices por 
tho barkentino W. H. Dimond from the 
United PreBS correspondent at Honolulu, 
under datu of April 11, aro to tho otTcct that 
the announced masa meeting of royalistB 
touk placo on the ovening of April 10 on the 
Palace tquaro. Thero might havo been aa 
many as 1,000 peoplo present, poaaibly one- 
holf of whom were nativca, the rest Chinese 
and whitos. 

Thoro were five spoakors, one pure native, 
two half white, a Canadian, Ashford, and 
an Englishman named Phillips. All tho 
speakers urged quiot, peaceabloness, moder- 
ation and a policy of inactivity, taking no 
part in voting while awaiting the answer of 
the Unitod States to tho ponding protest 
or appeal of the Hawaiian peoplo. Nothing 
waB eaid of loyalty to the queen or of a 
desire to return to monarchy. 

Resolutions woro adopted plodging tho 
Royalists to decline to tako tho oath of alio- 
gianco to the provisional govornment and to 
oppose tho re-establishment of tho monarchy 
as provided in the call for the constitutional 
conrention. A copy of the resolutions were 
ordered presented to United States Minister 
Willis with the request that they bo for- 
warded to Washington. 

Tho following is tho substance of a circu- 
lar ia«ued yesterday from tho Holomua 
office. It appoals to the nativoB to join 
with thoao who couductod Monday's mass 
meeting : 

" Threo thousand people assembled at tho 
mass meeting in spito of tho resistance of 
Hui Aloha Aina and tho newspaper Ka Leo, 
and Bush, und Kauoamano. The country 
districts are called upon to join in the reso- 
lution adopted to uphold tho rights and wel- 
fare of the natives and are urged not to 
liBten to Bush, Kaunomano, Nawahi, K»u- 
lia, John CumminB and the worthless for- 
eigners with them. This is declared to bo 
tho course of progressive Hawaii. By fol- 
lowing this advice tho Hawaiians will boo 
who are the true friends of tho country, its 
people and its ohiefa." 

Several persons whose names were at- 
tached to the call for the maes meeting 
denied that they were placed thero with 
their content. Leading white adherents of 
tho Queen like Widemann and Newmann 
stayed away. It ia generally believed that 
their section of tho royalists are waiting 
for farther news from Washington before 
committing themselves to abstaining from 
action in forming and running tho new re- 
public Should that news seem decisive 
against tho restoration of tho Queen, they 
may wiBh to take part in tho cleotion. 

The morning paper gives a rumor in which 
there seems to bo some truth, that a re- 
vival is likely to take placo of the so- 
called Liberal party, to be composed of 
prominont royalisia united to a class of 
present supporters of tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment now in tho American league, and 
to the class opposed to that eo-called mis- 
sionaries or relorrn party. As a prominent 
public man said this morning : " It is 
inevitablo that such a party Bhould bo 
formed, composod of royalists, boodlera and 
tho largo Tammany element in the American 
leaguo, all of whom naturally gravitato 
together. It would bo tho uim of euch a 
party to turn out the present heads of tho 
government and run it in their own in- 
terests. It? is not probable that they can 
organize for aotion in tho coming election of 
delegatos to mako tho now constitution. 
Thoy will undoubtedly bo ready to act in 
the general election for a legislature at a 
later date." 

Seven hundred and fifteen had registered 
in Honolulu up to last evening. Ten days 
more remain of the twenty-four. Portu- 
guese are holding back in fear of losing 
t'ortugueso citizenship by taking tho oath.

follow, and in any case to be on 
hand and afford information regard- 
ing Canada's trade if it was desired." 

Although Mr. Courtney waB treutcd with 
the utmost; courtesy and although every 
attention waa paid him, ho waa made dis- 
tinctly to understand that, in revising the 
United States tariff, United Statea interests 
and thoao alone were conaidorcd. If Canada 
ahould receive uny benefit from auoh legis- 
lation it would bo unintentional on tho part 
of CongrtBB, and if ahe should suffer any in- 
jury it would not be inflioted by doaign. Aa 
far aa the United States waa concerned 
Canada, to use a phraao moro expresaive 
than classical, " was not in it." 

Canadians aro not disposed to complain 
that tho United States aaaumea this attitude 
with roapoof. to their country. Their big 
neighbor is independent and it would bo 
foolish to find fault with her for exercising 
hor independence in the way she oonaidora 
best for hor own iutorosts. AH that it ro- 
muius for Canada to do ia to pursue the 
same course. To fawn upon ths United 
Stutea and to mako advances which are sure 
to bo unweloome, would bo inconsistent 
with tho respect that Canadians owe them- 
aolvea. Reciprocity, even if it could bo ob- 
tained by the Iobb of independence und aolf- 
respeot, wonld be altogether too dearly pur- 
chased.

ABOUT RECIPROCITY. 

A good deal of nonaenso ia talked by the 
Liberals about reciprocity with tho United 
StateB, and thero is soma reason to believo 
that tho talkers uro not alwaya aincoro. 
They still apeak of reciprocity aa if it could 
be obtained by the Dominion for the asking. 
Now, every one who has a knowledge of tho 
public ull.iira of Cunada knows that thia ia 
not the oaae. The men who try to make 
Canadians believe that reciprocity ia within 
their reach and could bo obtained if a Lib- 
eral Government were in power, know that 
thoy are practising upon tho ignorance of 
their hearers. It haa been mado abundant- 
ly clear of late years that thero ia only ono 
condition on which the Americans will ex- 
tend reciprocity in trade to Canadiana, and 
that is that they assimilate their whole 
fiscal system to that of the United States 
and exclude Great Britain from the 
trade privileges which the United Stutea 
under reciprocity will enjoy. They will not 
only huve to adopt tho United States tariff 
us their own, but they must onforce it 
against the Mother Country, as they must 
against all other countries, the United 
Statea alone excepted. To this condition 
many influential Americans add another, 
und that is that commercial union alono 
will never be granted to Canadians unleaa it 
is accompanied by or rather embodied in 
political union. In ahort, commercial union 
in the American mind moana annexation 
immediately or in the very near future. 
Liberals who aro honest cannot and do not 
abut their eyea to thia fact. As, Buy thoy, 
reciprocity meana certainly discrimination 
against Great Britain, and probably annex- 
ation — we do not want it. Tho prico ia too 
high. 

Reciprocity ia consequently not at this 
moment, nor haa it really been for many 
yoara, a practical question in Canadian poli- 
tica. The course which Sir John Thompson 
haa marked out ia tho only one whiah aolf- 
reBpocting Canadians can consistently pur- 
sue. Ho has Buidlhutfor everytrado privilege 
which the Americans extend to Canada his 
Government is prepared to extend a Bimilar 
ono to tho United Stutea. This policy is 
both neighborly and independent. If tho 
Americans want more intimate and moro 
favorable trade relations with Canada than 
now exiat all they havo to do is to advance 
in tho direction thoy prt poae and thoy will 
find Canadiuna ready to meet thorn halfway. 

Although overy attempt which Cunada 
haa made of lute yeafa to havo closer and 
hotter trade relationa with the Unitod 
Statoa has failed through the unwillingnoaa 
of tho United Statoa to entor into auoh re- 
lations except on impossible torma, tho Do- 
minion Government, tho othor day, eent Mr. 
Courtney, tho Deputy Minister of Financo, 
to Waahington to aeo, now that Congreaa ia 
revising the tariff, what could bo done in 
the woy of inatitutiug roaiprocal trade re- 
lationa between tho United Statoa and 
Canada. Explaining Mr, Courtney's mis- 
sion, the Toronto Empiro says : ;« Wo do 
not undorotand that he went thore with 
any formal proposal of reciprocity, but 
rather to show tho friendly disposition of 
the Canadian Government, and ascertain 
whother there wub any disposition towards 
making reciprocal arrangomenta, in whiah 
case moro formal negotiations will 



miniator an oath toevery person cxaminod by 
tho Committee on overy aubjeot would havo 
the effect of lessening tho sanctity of the 
oath. Opposition newspapers, taking their 
oue from some rabid Opposition members, 
may try to make a grievance out of tho re- 
jection of Mr. Mulook'a motion, but when 
tho atand taken by tho Government is gen- 
erally known, und when tho naturo of tho 
business done by the Publlo Accounts Com- 
mittee is fairly well understood, wo beliove 
that all senaiblo people who havo any rover- 
oncs for an oath and who doaire to Bee that 
rovercnoo maintained will come to the con- 
clusion that it ia a good thing that Mr. 
Mulook'a resolution waa lost. Aa mattera 
are now, an investigation on oath can bo ob- 
tained ua a matter of courao when thero is 
oven a reasonable suspicion of wrong-doing, 
and what more doea any aonaiblo man want? 



THE IMPERIAL LA 11'. 

Tho view which the Mouetaty Timea of 
Toronto takes of the question of wurning 
tho Bohring Sea aeul hunters ia original 
and ingenious. This is what it says : 

An alteration ha8 been made in tho Boh- 
ring Sea bill in tho House of Lords, which 
will have the effect of preventing any vessel 
which sailed for the sealing grounds before 
obtaining a knowledge of the provisions of 
tho bill from claiming immunity for acts 
done contrary to the inhibitions it con- 
tains. Tho original draft road bo aa to 
insure auoh immunity ; tho amendment 
requires every person to conform himself 
to tho act who was awuro of tho provisions 
of the award of tho Tribunal of Arbitration 
before his vessel Eailed. The introduction 
of the now discarded ground of immunity 
waa unfortunate, und is likely to lead to 
demands for damugeB whioh only Great 
Britain could be expected to pay. Tho 
owner of a vessel which had sailed when 
the bill was in ita amendod ahape will bo 
vory likely to Bay that he relied in good 
faith on its proviaiona and incurred dum- 
agoB as a consequence, und ho may with 
some reason aek to bo reimbursed. And it 
will bo impossible to toy that hia claim has 
no foundation ; though if ho was to wait 
till tho bill became law bofore he could 
cluim tho immunity it offorod, he would 
have no claim if he went off on tho Btrength 
of an unenacted proviaion. If tho bill hud 
been introduced in ita amended form, ho 
would have had no ground of claim, ainco 
ho waa bound by the Paria award the mo- 
ment its tenor became known. 



SOUTH CAROLINA'S 1VAR. 

Tho whiskey campaign in South Carolina 
has come to a rather inglorious termination. 
Thero wus a cessation of hostilities while 
tho constitutionality of the liquor law wus 
being oonaidored by tho Supremo Court 
Tho decision of that court is that tho law ia 
uuconatitutional, as it eatubliahes u mono- 
poly under etute control. Wo do not think 
that there aro many who regret to find that 
the law has been pronounced uuconatitu' 
tional, for it hud been found to bo unwork- 
able. Tho uttempt to enforce it created a 
rebellion, which at due time hid a vory 
serious aspect. Governor Tillman is no 
doubt a crank, and wub was not judicious in 
the choice of tho means ho took t.) enforco the 
law, but even under a wise and discreet 
administration, it is not likely that 
tho Dispensary LiW would have worked 
well. The temperance people wero opposed 
to it because it, in the stzongtst way possible, 
legitimized the liquor trallie; and tho drink- 
era, moderate and immoderate, did not like 
it because it wob inquisituriul und interfered 
witlva man's liberty even in his own house. 
Ita effective enforcement necessitated tho 
establishment of a apy Byatom and expnaed 
them to the potty tyranny of iguorant and 
overbearing j icks-in-oflico which were ex- 
oxtremoly galling. It ia questionable, too, if, 
in the long run, tho Stuto would gain much 
in u poouniury sense by tho operation of tho 
law. So great woa the temptation to violate 
it, and so generally was the sympathy of the 
public with the violatore, that ii is more 
than likely that illioit liquor Belling would 
become ayatematic, and thero is scarcoly 
anything more demoralizing than a genorul 
and an opon contempt fo law. 



A NEW QUESTION. 

A question waa ruiBod in the Public 
Accounts Committee of tho House of Com- 
mona a few days ago, and discussed in tho 
House of CommonB, about which, no doubt, 
Boinethiug will be said in the Opposition 
nowspapore and by Opposition plutform 
Bpeakers. Mr. Mulock, a leading member of 
tho Opposition, moved that "Any witneasca 
called beforo tho select standing Committee 
on Public Accounts bo exumined undor oath 
or affirmation touching uny matters coming 
beforo them." Sir Charles H. Tupper moved 
in amendment, that " While not consider- 
ing it expedient to oblige the Committees of 
tho Houao to examine under oath or 
ullirmation, all persons who may bo ex- 
amined before tho Committees, thia House ia 
willing to grant any Committee authority to 
examino witnesses under oath or affir- 
mation whenever it may appear that by so 
doing the Committee may bo aided in tho 
examination of witnesses coming beforo tho 
Committee." 

It will bo seen from this that the Opposi- 
tion desired that the Committee should bo 
obliyed to examine all witnesses under oath 
on all aubjects, while tho Government con- 
sidered it necessary to examine some wit- 
nesses on oath on special occasions. The 
reuder of the debate aces that thero was 
really vory little difference of opinion be- 
tween tho two parties. Sir John Thompson 
showed that the practice of the British 
House of Commons was not such as the Op- 
position wished to see established in Cun- 
ada. Ho Baid that in the Besaion of 1892 
thero hud been eighteen witnesses exumined 
beforo the Public Accounts Committee on 
what may bo culled exoessivo or improper 
expenditure, and that not ono of them hud 
been examined on oath. But the Premier 
showed no disposition whatever to place ob 
stacles in the way of investigation, us the 
following extract from his speech, as report 
od in the Toronto Mail, clearly shows : 

"Tho contention on tho Conservative 
sido of tho House," he said, " waa that tho 
powor should bo conferred by tho Houbo 
with regard to particular inquiries, and on 
tho statement at least of a member of tho 
Committee, or on tho pnrt of u member of 
tho House, that for certain rousonB which he 
might state in hia place in tho House he 
desired to havo tho examination under oath 
If that Btatcmont wore mado in Committee 
or olaowhoro, if tho correctneea of the ac- 
count woro impugned by any member of the 
Committee, ho not only thought that power 
should bo uakod, but ho wont further and 
Baid ho would himself vote for power to bo 
conferred without tho Committee making 
tho request," 

In reply to Sir Richard Cartwright, tho 
Premier aflirmod that tho only contention 
mado by him waB that Mr. Mulook'a resolu- 
tion obliged tho Committee in all cases to 
apply tho oath. It must occur to any per- 
«on who haa boon present at the sittings of 
tho Public Aaoounta Committee that many 
persons are brought boforo it to givo in- 
formation whom it would bo altogdther un- 
necessary to swear. It seems to ua 
that if the Committoo has power to 
examino witnesaea on oath whenovor 
any roaaon oan bo givou for auoh examin- 
ation, nothing moro is required. To ad-

The bird 
measured five feet eight inches in length 
and nine feet in extent of wings, with a 
length of bill of one foot fivo inches. Tho 
whito pelican is a vory rare bird in British 
Columbia, and tho museum is in luck in re- 
ceiving this Bpecimon. Mr. Jayne ia entitled 
to the thanks of the public for this valuable 
contribution to tho Provincial collection. 

Advices from Yokohama via San Fran- 
cisco yesterday aro to tho .effect that the 
Victoria sealing Bohooner Penelope, Captain 
McGraw, has arrived there with 3G2 seal 
skins aboard, her catch for tho season thus 
for. Sho spoke tho schooner Henry Dennis, 
of Soar tie, shortly b-fore reaching port, and 
received from her the report that tho San 
Francisco schooner Mascot had been Been 
bottom up, about 250 milca from Kinda, on 
March 23. It ia the first intimation which 
has been received of the MaBCOt'a wrock, aa 
W. Bendt, her managing owner, had re- 
ceived no notification whatever of tho loss 
of tho vessel. Tho fato of tho Bchooner's 
crew is no moro known than what tho con- 
dition of the wreck suggests. 

Part eleven of Bancroft's Book of tho 
Fair has been received from tho publishers. 
This number contains some very fine views 
of tho exhibits in Agricultural hall, among 
which thoao in tho Canadian department 
may be mentioned, as also the grout citruB 
tower in the Californian oxhibit.

An 
ordor was mado to discharge tho recoiver in 
tho oaBO of Jackson v. Jackson & Mylius,on 
tho receiver passing tho accounts, tho re- 
muneration to bo fivo per cent., payable out 
of tho balance found due. Bodwoll & 
Irving lor receiver ; Mr. Gregory for de- 
fendants. An application by Mr. Aikman 
for plaintiff for soourity for costB of appeal 
to Divisional court, in Braokman v. Mc- 
Laughlin, was granted ; Mr. Morphy for 
defendant. 



DAVIE'S CHALLENGE. 

(From tho Miner.) 
Let us own flat-footod that wo are no great 
lovers of politics or politicians, and would 
vote foranyono who would workhoncstlyand 
vigorously for our own particular district — 
Kootenay. But there is ono thing which 
wo, in common with all whito men, do, and 
must admire, and that is manhood. 

As to tho NukiiBp & Slocan railway, we 
have givon our opinion and shall stand by it 
until the grounds of our faith aro romoved 
by proof of fraud. The railway was an 
urgent necessity for Weat Kootenay; tho 
welfare of British Columbia depends upon 
the development of this, its most valuable 
and productive district, and therefore the 
Premior of British Columbia did well in 
straining a point to secure tho interests not 
only of Kootenay, but of that Provinco of 
which it is the treasure house. 

Aa to tho manner in which tho N akuep & 
Slocan railway question has been fought in 
tho house, all men must admit that, right or 
wrong, Davie has acted tho man and Boaven 
and his supporters have not. Manliness has 
been tho characteristic of the government 
policy ; meanness the key-uoto of tho oppo- 
sition. The opposition haB persistently in- 
sinuated that the Nukusp & Slocan business 
was a rank pieces of dishonesty, and that 
Davie it Co. had either atolon for themselves 
or their friends. 

We are not politicians and so wo call a 
spade a spade, and stealing — stealing. The 
opposition hinted that Davie had atolon ; 
one of them at least had the pluck to Bay 
that if the " government was not interested 
its friends wore," and Beavon had said that 
tho Premier was " more anxious to advance 
the interests of the company than thoBO of 
tho country," that ho (Beaven) "did not 
know but what the members of tho govern- 
ment v.'oro paid fat salaries by tho com- 
pany" — " did not know but what." Gf 
course ho " did not know but what." We 
" don't know but what" Mr. Bo.ivon is going 
to turn over a new leaf and fight fuir, but 
we do know that Davie haB givon him tho 
chanco to reply to all these insinuations. 
Davie laid all tho information asked for bo- 
fore tho House ; ho invited tho appointment 
of a committee of inquiry in the Hou*o, 
(April 6th), and now since even that won't 
satisfy his opponents, he haB moved the 
resolution appointing tho royal commission. 

Now, supposing for tho sake of argument 
that Mr. Davie'a opponents aro right, and 
that their charges are well founded, will 
any man deny that these charges have been 
meanly and unfairly brought ; will anyone 
deny that they havo been honostly and man- 
fully met. We don't know any moro about 
Mr. Davio'B counsols than anyone else; he 
may be aa crooked aa mon are made, 
but we remember how well men spoke 
of his brother tho late premier, wo 
know what an ablo, honest man the brother 
iB who cleaned the smallpox out of Vic- 
toria ; we know that Borne of hia enemies 
admit that "Theodore" is like the other 
brother in ubility. His presout course looks 
ub if he was liko him in manhood, and wo 
can't help being prejudiced enough to be- 
lieve him like them in that other white 
man's virtue, honesty, until the contrary is 
proved. 

Time ! Mr. lieaven, tho other man is in 
tho ring, and looks as if he means to fight 
fair ; if you like to meet him in tho sumo 
spirit, Kootenay, at any rate, will give both 
fair play.

Messrs. Home aud Cotton' of Vancou> 
Yer Give an Account 0/ Their 
Stewardship. 



Premier Davie at Alberui -Political 
Prospects and Prophecies at 
Nauaimo. 



Vancouver, April 28.— (Special)— Mayor 
Anderson occupied tho chair at a political 
mass meeting held last night, at which, it 
had been advertised, the retiring members 
would givo un account of thoir stewardship. 
Thoro wua a good turn out and on attentivo 
hearing wob given each and all of tho speak- 
ers. Mr. Cotton first took tho platform, 
and in a two-hour-and-a-half speech gave 
hiB version of tho Gordon v. Cotton affair, 
afterwards outlining tho policy of the op 
position. Mr. Horno followed and was ac 
cordod an excellent hearing. Ho has de- 
veloped into a fluent and effective speaker, 
and surprised thoso present by hia ready 
and convincing replies to all questions put 
to him. 

Mr. Horno said that ho had gone to Vic- 
toria four yours ago us an independent, but 
had promised to Bupport the government if 
the land act was amended so that tho per- 
nicious practico of speculators holding largo 
ureas of land might bo douo away with. Ho 
had also insisted that the school act should 
be amended bo that all public schools should 
bo under local control, and that a fair 
baaia of representation should bo arrivod 
at. He had urged thoao mattora upon 
the government and the government had 
responded in a satitf ictory manner. Mr. 
Horno next proceeded to review tho numer- 
ous acta of the legislature favorable to Van- 
couver, and in connection with the accom- 
plishment of which he claimed some credit 
for his continual, persistent appoals to tho 
government — among them tho croation of n 
registry district for the city, the establish- 
ment of a local county court, tho establish- 
ment of a supreme court, und tho appoint- 
ment of a rOBident eupretne court judge. Ho 
would say before going further that Vancou- 
ver had received more than J 100,000 in ex- 
cess of her contributions. Another thing 
secured for Vancouver through his exertions 
was tho erection of tho preseut court Iioubo ; 
the tidal lands will havu been acquired 
through his exertions ; government main- 
tenance of the Darcey island lazaretto ia to 
bo brought about, and tho Dominion gov- 
ernment is to remove Burnaby shoal. 

Rov. Mr. Maxwell, " the political parson," 
then aroso und harangued the audience 
briefly, attempting to refute Mr. Home's 
convincing urguments, hiB addresa boing 
terminated by tho chairman pointing out 
that the mooting had been called for the 
purpose of giving Messrs. Cotton und Horno 
an opportunity to review thoir politioal 
careers for tho benefit of their constituents, 
and for no other purpose. The meeting Boon 
after broko up. 

Ali.erni, April 20 —(Special) — An en- 
thusiastic political meeting was held in tho 
court house here this evening, when about 
ninety persons ottendod, completely filling 
tho court house Mr. Fitzpotriok was votod 
to tho chair, and briefly welcomod the two 
candidates for Cowichan- Alborni, to hear 
whom wob the objuot of the gathering. 
Hon. Theo. Davie, spoke for nearly two 
hours, and thon W. J. Sutton spoke bri< lly, 
announcing himself a candidate for tho con- 
stituency, as a supporter of the present gov- 
ernment. After the (-peoches several ques- 
tions concerning local matters wero put to 
ami answered by the candidates. Votes of 
thanks to the Premier, Mr. Sutton und tho 
chairman terminated the proceedings. A 
report of the interesting speech delivered by 
Hon. Mr. Davie and of other proceedings 
cannot be forwarded until to mo row. 

Nanaimo, April 2S. — (Special)— Ralph 
Smith, president of the Miners' Union, is 
spoken of as tho opposition candidate in 
North Nanaimo district. In the south, 
Tully Boyco will probably bo brought out, 
both McKenzio and Forster biing given the 
o ild shoulder. Dr. Walkem is canvassing 
tho south on his own account as u govern- 
ment supporter, but thore is no doubt that 
Mayor Quonnel will bo asked to stand for 
thiB district by tho great majority of tho 
electors who favor tho government, and 
should ho accent, thero is no question but 
that he will be elected. The opposition 
party deoide next Tuesday on their candi- 
date for the city ; tho choice lies between 
Thomas Keith und Alderman Arthur Wilson.

A FITTING FESTIVAL 



In Celebration of the Seventy-Fifth 
Anniversary of Odd Fellow- 
ship. 



Exercises for the Day and Evening— 
Notes of Other Secret 
Orders. 



The seventy-tilth anniversary of the foun- 
dation of tho Independent Order of Odd 
Fellows was celebrated in grand stylo in 
Viotoria yesterday, the oity lodges! and vis- 
iting brothrcn combining their beat efforts 
to do honor to tha day. Certainly had tho 
woather boen finer thoro would have been a 
largor number of viaitora and thoao who took 
part in tho parade would have marched in 
greater comfort, but even the drawback of 
a drilling rain did not damp the ardor of 
tho brethren; they apparently had made up 
their minda to enjoy themaelves and thoy 
succeeded admirably. 

No doubt a great deal of credit is due to 
the gonoral and reception conimittoea who 
had mado all their arrangements before-hand 
so systematically that things moved like 
clock work, without a hitch or miahap.

Anderson, Stewart and Jackacn; Siatera 
Carno, BompBter and Phillips. 

Tho Vancouver visitors were tho first to 
arrive. They came 175 Btrong by the 
steamer Premier on Friday night. With 
them wera several brethren from tho l)eltu 
and Woatminster, but tho majority of the 
Frasor river visitors arranged to como down 
last evening by tho steamer Princess Louise 
— too lato for tho parade, but in time to en- 
joy tho ball. 

At 11 o'clock yesterday tho aecond con- 
tingent of viaitora came in. They were tho 
representatives of Wellington and Nanaimo, 
and arrived by apecial train on tho E & N. 
railway. Though it was pouriog rain thoy 
formed up to the number of nearly 200 and 
marched to tho Odd Fellows' hall, headed 
by the fino Wellington brasa band, brought 
with them for tho occasion. 

At noon the ateamer Willipa brought 
over thirty more of the order from Port 
Angoles, and after tho connnict.ee had aeen to 
i he viaitora and made them feel at home, the 
next thing was to prepare for tho parade. 
At 2 o'clock thero was a big crowd on Doug- 
lad street to aeo tho atart, and the various 
lodges headed by their banners were soon in 
position when Graud Marshall Bro. Ander- 
son, of Columbia lodge, gave the command 
to march. 

Headid by the B.C.B.G A. bind, tho pro- 
cession moved off in the following order : 
Canton Victoria, No. 1; Columbia lodge, 
No. 2; Dominion lodge No. 4; Acmo lodge, 
No. 14 ; Black Diamond lodge, No. 5, 
Nanaimo ; Wellington brass band, heading 
Harmony lodge, No. G. Wellington ; Mount 
Pleasant lodge, No. 1!), Vancouver ; Pacific 
lodge, No. 20. Vancouver ; Vancouver F.u- 
cumpment, No. 1, Victoria, including the 
Port Angelea delogates. 

Though the rain poured down in a steady 
drizzle, banners were Hying and tho Odd 
Fellows wore their full regalia. The route 
of the procession was via Douglas, Cormor- 
ant, Goverami nc and Fort atroeta, to the 
Victoria theatre, where the exorciaes of tho 
dav were hold. 

Tho building was filled from floor to ceil 
ing, the Odd Fellows sitting in a body in 
tho centra. Tho platform presented a 
brilliant sight, Canton Victoria in their 
handsome uniform, gay with gold laco and 
with purple and white plumed hats, making a 
fine back ground to the group of officers and 
guests who wero seated in a semi-circle 
round the stage. Those on the platform 
were chairman, P G., A. Henderson ; T. G. 
Gray, grand master, Vancouver ; W. K. 
Holmes, deputy grand master ; F. Davey, 
grand treasurer ; H. Waller, P.G.M., repre- 
sentative ; J. E, Phillips, P. G. M. ; 
R Roberts, P. G. M., representa- 
tive ; F. Carne, P.G.M ; J. K Pnillipi, 
P.G.M., New Westminster; presiding 
officers of subordinate encampments and 
subordinate lodges : Rev. \V. D. Barber, 
chap|j.ii> ; Rov. W. A. McMillan, of Van 
couver, and Mr. J. McMillan, of Vic'oria 
orators of tho day ; Victoria Canton, No. 1, 
P.M., under command of Captain W. E 
Holmes. 

After prayer by Rev. Bro. Barber and the 
singing of tho oponing ode, tho chairman 
opened tho proceedings by alluding shortly 
to tho immense growth of tho order einco 
its birth, soventy-five years ago. Ho intro 
duced Rev. Bro. W, A. McMillan, of Mount 
Pleasant lodgo, No. 19, of Vancouver, who 
gave u vory eloquent oration upon the 
order. 

The speaher first conveyed to Victoria tho 
greeting of tho Vancouver brethren. Then, 
in witty and eloquent terms, he referred to 
tho order whose birthday thoy were celobra- 
tiug. Thoro was nothing sectarian or nar- 
row about Odd FoIlowBhip, but it was a 
broad brotherhood for all men. Touching 
on itB prinaipl08 ho gave a brief sketch of 
tho aims and duties of tho order. Thoy bo- 
liovod, first of all, in a Supromo Being, 
they stood for tho forces of good 
against the forces of evil, and though the 
order did not claim to usurp to itself tho 
position that they alone possessed all good- 
ness and virtue, yet he did aay that 
with them virtue would never dio. Let 
them bo proud that they wero on tho right 
sido and not on tho wrong. Though fellow- 
ship was one of thoir principles — yet ic waB 
not to go to tho length of defending wrong 
on the part of ono who might be an Odd fol- 
low. Thoy must bo on tho sido of truth 
alone. In conclusion ho urged tho brothron 
to livo not for to-day, but for the futuro. 
Let them bo true to the ancestry of their 
order and keop the priociples of thoir ritual 
in tha lodge and out of it. 

Grand Maetcr T. E Gray of Vancouver, 
having been introduced, expresaod his plea- 
sure at being present. 

Tho chairman then Baid that to mark the 
day it was tho dosiro of tho ordor to take 
up a contribution towards establishing an 
Oddfellows Homo in tho Province, The col- 
lection would bo placed in tho hands of tho 
Grand Lodgo until it with additions was 
largo enough to use for tho purpoeo intend- 
ed. 

While tho band played, a collection waa 
taken up amounting to S98.50 as the uuclous 
of tho Homo fund. 

Brother John McMillan, of Acmo lodge, 
the second orator of the day, was then 
called upon, and gave an cxtromely inter- 
esting address. Ho spoko of tho occasion 
which thoy were met to celebrate, and 
traced tho iinrminso growth of thn order 
sinco its establishment. Tho wholo con- 



tinent, then almoBt a wilderness, had pro- 
grossed wonderfully, but nothing grander 
had been achieved than tho growth of Odd 
Fellowship and other fraternal associations. 
From the records of thn ord>>r ho showed 
throughout tho whole of the Ouilod States 
rebellion the efforts that Odd Fellowship 
had made to bind up the differences caused 
by that great war, und how through all the 
spirit of tho order hud lived on both sides, 
North and South. In closing ho asked 
thoBO present not to forget the prinoiples of 
the order and to look forward to tho time 
when the bond of brotherhood shall encom- 
puBa the wholo family of man. 

Aa tho rain was pouring very heavily tho 
chairman announced that the proceasion 
would not re-form, bo after tho closing odo 
und Rev. Bro. Taylor had pronounced tho 
benediction, tho mooting disperaed to pro- 
piro for the ball in tho ovoning. 

Tho ball in Assembly hall in tho evening 
was a fitting and enjoyable oloao to the cele- 
bration. Nearly five hundred ladies and 
gentlcmon wore in attendance, and with 
delightful music and good floor for dancing 
everybody enjoyed thoniBelvos. Tho Woat- 
minster boat brought down quito a few Odd 
Follows who, having missed the earlier part 
of the proceedings, got na much pleaauro as 
they could out of tho danco by way of con- 
ciliation. 

Tho ladies of tho Rebekah lodgo wore in 
charge of the refreshment arrangements and 
carried out thoir part of tho work with 
general satisfaction. Beforo midnight tho 
dance broke up and the celebration was at 
an end. 

Some of tho Mainland viaitora went homo 
on tho Vancouver boat this morning, but 
many wuit till to-night and will raturn by 
woy of Westminster on tho Louiso. Tho 
Nanaimo brethren Uko tho regular traina 
homo to-day or tomorrow. Tho Port 
Angoles excursion left, for home last night. 

Tho Duncan lodgn, I.OO.F., gave an 
excellent entertainment and danco at tho 
agricultural hall on Thursday ovoning last, 
over 150 being proaont. Tho programme, 
which waa given with great nerve and go, 
ia net out below : Mr. Aitkin, history of 
order ; Mr. Williams and Mrs. Sutton, 
duet; Miss Brown, rojitation ; Mr, James 
Maitland, Bong ; Miaa Watson, song ; Mr.

EARTHQUAKES IN GREECE, 

A Terrible Number of Dead and Wounded— 
Immense Destruction of Property. 

London, April 28 —Tho Times corre- 
spondent at Matrini near Atlanta, writes as 
follows : " I have visited several villages 
destroyed by the recent earthquakes and 
everywhere a scene of terrible destruction 
presents itself. Kipariai near Atlanta was 
leveled to the ground. Proskina was totally 
destroyed. Forty children were in a church 
when the shook occurred. Thu stono roof 
foil and twe.-ity-eiijht "f the children wero 
killed. Tho number doad in PmBkina ia 
forty-five. At Malesina, eight, milts away, 
even house and walls have been swallowed 
in tho chasms that opined in the earth. 
The dead here number 135 Martinia aut- 
fcred almost equally though somo bouses 
remain standing. Forty-two were killed. 



FOOD AND WORK. 

Five Hundred Iron Mountain Minors Parad- 
ing the Streets— apprehensions of 
Robbery and Outrage, 

Iron Mountain, April 2S.— Five hun- 
dred miners carrying red flage, paraded tho 
streets thin morning domanding food and 
work. They marched to tho High School 
grounda and stopped tho men working for 
tho relief committee, und ordered tho Mayor 
to telegraph tho governor to Bond aid for 100 
starving families immediately. They also 
ordored tho poor commissioner to leavo the 
town. Tho bueinoBs mon .feur they will 
plunder tho stores. City and county trea- 
iuries empty. 

Effect oT the Strikes on Trade. 
New Yokk, April 27. — Bradstroot's Baya : 
Tho gonoral business situation throughout 
tho Unitod States is lesa favorablo, oa is 
shown by reports from moro than fifty im- 
portant distributing centros. A specially 
doprossing influence ia the strike of 147,000 
bituminous coal and coko operatives in 
twelve states. Only two citiea of thirty- 
five reporting in tho Central, Weatorn and 
Northwestern Btatea report material im- 
provement in general trado this week, 
Indianapolis and Kansas City. Even at 
thoao pointa tho gain ia slight. Activity in 
tho stock market is checked by the labor 
diaturbancos and tho delay in reaching u 
conclusion on tho now tariff bill.

INTERESTING SUIT. 

The Owner of a Grounded Hark Sues the Un- 
derwriters for Expenses In Crossing 
the Continent. 

San Francisco, April 27.— On tho 17th 
of August, 1803, the bark Bolle of Oregon, 
bound from Astoria to New York, put into 
port in an injured condition with her hold 
half full of water. Tho vessel was insured 
iu tho Firemen's Fund, the Sun, and various 
companies and u claim of $14,000 was 
allowed and paid. Tho captain of tho 
barkon reaching this port, telographed to W. 
H. Beeae, the managing owner, who camo 
out here to havo the vessol properly at 
tended to, and ha Sled a claim of 
$243 for hia oxpensea, which the 
insurance companies repudiated. Ho con- 
sequently consulted Wing, Shoudy and 
Patnam, the leading admiralty lawyers of 
New York, who instituted a suit in the 
United States district court to recover the 
amount of tho repudiated claim. The in- 
surance companies have retained Butler, 
Stilman and Hubbard, who manage the 
Hopkins interest in the Southern Pacific. 
About twenty witnesses ure to bo 
examined in San Francisco and the 
United States Commissioners havo 
been busy for over a week taking 
depositions. Capt Besse, who owns about 
a dozon vessels, is determined to asBert his 
rights, and tho defendants are equally ob 
stinato. It is believed that tho costs alone 
will represent the amount, in dispute, to say 
nothing of the bit; fees which will bo de- 
manded by tho lawyers. 



"THROUGH THE WILDERNESS." 

A Priestess of a New Faith Fasts for Seventy 
Days and Dies. 

A Portland paper of lomo dnys ago an- 
nounced that Mra. George H. Williams, 
wifo of ex -Attorney General Williams, had 
died at hor home thero after »u enforced 
fast of Bevoral months. Mrs. Williams had 
been a very intellectual lady, who, prior to 
coming to that city, hud been very promin- 
ont in society in Washington City 
and New York, while hor husband 
was Attorney General in tho Cubinot 
of President Grant. Tho deceased lady's 
porsonal magnotism and intelloctual 
power attracted the most accomplished so- 
cloty of tho nation's capital. About four 
years ago Mrs Williams, whoso study of 
holy writ had boen very profound, became 
oonverted to a roligious belief essentially 
original, and soon after she gave publicity 
to hor theories. She gainod a largo follow- 
ing. Tho meetings sho hold in her rosidenco 
were alwayB largely attended, and it camo 
to bo said that she, as well as hor disci- 
plop, wore unquestionably sincere in 
their belief. One of tho cardinal 
doctrinoo of the fuith was that tho puri- 
fication of the body and heart from all 
physical and moral impurities could bo sole- 
ly accomplished by fasting and prayer. In 
this particular doctrine she became tho high 
priostoss and spiritual leader, Mrs. Wil- 
liams had a number of followers and imita- 
tors who, liko herself, "paasod through tho 
wilderness," and for tho spaco of forty days 
or moro tasted little olso but bread and 
wine. Mrs. Williams' second fast, which 
ended fatally, was bogun sovonty daya ago, 
Docoaiod was born in Shophordtown, Va., 
in 1832. ■

Return of tbe Mendelaaolin Quintette 
Club in Their Forty-Fourth 
Season. 



The Choral Society's Forthcoming: 
Entertainment— Current Chat 
of Concerts and Singers. 



There is an old aong whioh runa : 
" Tho season comes whon drat wo mot. 
But you roturn no nioro." 
This cannot be said of the Mendelssohn 
Quintotto club, whioh ia now in ita forty- 
fourth aeoson, and will be heard here on 
Wedneaday ovening next. So long as 
people lovo musia, and liko to havo it 
played or sung by good artists, thero will 
always be a cull for organizations liko tho 
Mondelssohna. Thero is not a single city, 
and Ecarcoly u town of any size, in tho 
whole length and breadth of tho land that 
has not at some time listened to a concert 
by the " Mondolsaohns," and had tho souls 
of ita oitizena atirrod to groator efforts in 
tho cauao of high class musio thereby. Tho 
long continued existonco and prospority 
of tho club, with its policy unchanged, over 
keeping abreast if not ahead of tho 
growth of musical taste, has no parallel in 
this or any other country, and is suroly 
somethiug to bo proud of. It has planted 
tho seeds of musical tuBte among countless 
thousands, and set a standard by which 
otherB aro measured. All attempts to sup- 
plant it have rosulted in failure 
Scribners' Magazine for July, 1893, has a 
ery useful article ontitled " Musical So- 
iotiesof the United States and their repre- 
sentation at the World's Fair," by George 
P. Upton. Naturally, as the Mendelssohn 
Quintotto a'.ub has made u conspicuous chap- 
r in the musical history of tho United 
States, thoy receive prominent mention iu 
tho article iu question, hero givou : 

" Tho Mendelssohn Quintette Club of 
Boston can not bo classod with tho orches- 
tral organizations, but its claims as an 
educator of tho public tasto should not bo 
disregarded on that account. For forty- 
four years it has kept its placo upon tho 
concert stago, und largely by tho indomi- 
table energy und enthusiasm of ono man, 
Mr. Thomas Ryan, tho clarinet and viola 
player of the organization. Players havo 
como and t'ono, many of them great artists, 
but Mr. Ryan hua remained at his post 
throughout the entire period, the one fixed, 
rsliablo fact in that littlo world of change ; 
and bo long as he lives it is likely the club 
will bo known to coneert-goora. It gavo its 
first concert in Boston in 1819, tho original 
mombers being: AugUBt Fries, first violin; 
Francis Riha, eeoond ; Thomas Ryan, viola 
and clarinet ; Edward Lehman, viola and 
fiuto, and Wulf Fries, violoncullo. Sinoo 
that time it has included many eminent 
players in ita membership, and among its 
first violins havo been such artists as Jacob- 
aohn, Listomann, Dannrouther, Hamm, 
Allen, Scbullze, Schuitzler, Thiole, Hillo, 
Hoimendahl, Ohliger and Marcosson, its 
present concert meister ; and among its 
'cellists, Fries, Hennig, Gieae, Heoking 
and others. During tho firet twenty yoars 
of its existenco it played oxcluBivoly in Now 
England, but since then it has appeared all 
over the United States as well as in Canada, 
the Sandwich Islands and Australia. Its 
standard has always been a high one, und in 
its quiet woy it haa done good service in tho 
come of popular musical education." 

This year tho club is composed of Mr. 
Andre Verdier, tho violin virtuoso und con- 
cert master ; Mr. Arthur L Poolo, violin ; 
Mr. Thomas Ryan, boIo clarinet and viola ; 
Mr. J. Roodenburg, solo flute and viola ; 
Mr, Ludwig W. Hoffmann, solo violoncello; 
and Miss Lila Juel, prima donna. 

Tho Victoria choral socioty will prosont 
an enticing programmo at their concert to 
como off on Wednesday, May 9, in Insti- 
tute hall, tho tickets for which are already 
on sale by tho members. In addition to tho 
cantata "Tho Erl King's Daughter," by 
Gado, there will be several part songs, in- 
cluding an arrangemont of Sullivan's " Lust 
Chord," for ladies' voices only. Mr. F. 
Victor Austin will also play Mondolssohn'a 
fino work for the violin " Allegro Appasi- 
onata," and Miss Agnes Dawson will bo 
heard in solos by Chopin and Moskoweki, 
There is an extra practico to-morrow ovon- 
ing. 

A social entertainment will bo given nox f j 
Thursday evening in Philharmonic hall by 
British Columbia Circle, Companions of tho 
Forest, final arrangements for which havo 
beon completed. During tho ovoning thoro 
will bo presonted tho operetta "King 
Winter and tho Fairies," composed by a 
member of tho Circle, und set to tho popular 
airs of tho day. A chariot for tho 
king and quoen has been especially 
oidored ; the number of little folks 
taking part will bo fifty ; and tho operetta 
will bo presented in a most complete man- 
ner. It io to concludo with a snow storm, 
for which new scenery has already arrived 
and is boing placed in position.

Colonel Page early reported their 
capture to Washington and asked imtruc- 
tions as to further proceedings. It was his 
understanding that tho prisoners would be 
turned over to the United States marshal, 
but it is now uuderotood that only tho lead- 
ers will bo brought to Helena to answer the 
chorgo of contempt of tho United States 
District court iu defying tho injunction for- 
bidding them from interfering with tho 
Northern Pacific property. They will prob- 
ably be brought hero within a week, as soon 
as tho excitement has died out, and the rank 
and fi'o will be turned looso in detachments. 
Th« State militia, which has been under 
orders for three days, has been dismissed 
from further duty. Under no circumstances 
will the state aeBiBt in bringing the Coxey- 
itea to Holena. They are now in the posses- 
sion of tho federal authorities, and tho Gov- 
ernor will look to them to tako caro of 
them. 

Columbus, April 28. — At tho request of 
Supt. Peabody, of tho Midland Railway, 
Gov. McKinley to-night issued a special 
commission to John Mahong chief ef tho de- 
tectives of this city, to organize o posse to 
go to Alt. Sterling and reacuo a train that 
had been captured there by tho Galvin'a 
army.

Four companies of 
13th regiment militia will remain in armory

Portland, Or., April 2.S.— Last night tho

road, and ran to Bridal Veil, where the 
ongino become disabled, leaving tho train 
on tho main track.
